to commit Uncleanneſs with her. She' preſ- i 
ſed him Day after Day: but no Promiſes, no Wi 
Intreaties, would prevail with Pim to commit 
fo great a Crimes Nor would he ſo much 

as patly and debate the Matter with her. 

t is dangerous both to run into Tempta- 
tions, and to give ear to them, when they pre- 
ſent themſel ves before us.

The 
Philiſtines therefore burnt his Wife and her 
Father; Samſon, on the other hand, flew great 
Numbers of them. The Philiſtines being ves 
ry much incenſed hereat, came up againſt the 
Men of udab, arid demanded that Samſon * 
ſhould delivered over to them bound; 
which the Men of #444, being under the 
Power of the Philiſtines, were afraid to deny. 
So they prevailed with Samſon to conſent, he 
having firſt taken an Oath of them; A to 
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hurt him themſelves, They therefore bound © 


him, and delivered him to the Philiſtines, 
who ſeeing him in this Condition, ſhouted a- 
inſt him, and triumphed over him. But 
the Spirit of God coming mightily upon him, 
the Cords wherewith he was bound were as ea- 
| fily broken by him as Flax that is burnt by 
the Fire. Samſon being thus looſed, he took 
the Jaw-bone of an Aſs, and flew a Thouſand 
of them with it.
